PREAMBLE 

WHEREAS the primary objects of the Private Security Industry Regulatory Authority are to 
regulate the private security industry and to exercise effective control over the practice of the 
occupation of security service provider in the public and national interest and the interest of 
the private security industry itself; 
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AND WHEREAS section 28 of the Private Security Industry Regulation Act, 2001 (Act No. 56 of 
2001) places a duty on the Minister for Safety and Security to prescribe a code of conduct 
that must meet the requirements of section 28 and must be legally binding on all security 
service providers, irrespective of whether they are registered with the Private Security Industry 
Regulatory Authority or not, as well as on certain other persons - 

Be it prescribed therefore by the Minister for Safety and Security the rules contained in this 
Schedule that embody the minimum standards of conduct with which every security service 
provider and employer of in-house security officers must comply. 

CHAPTER 1 

PURPOSE, APPLICATION AND INTERPRETATION OF THE CODE 

Purpose of Code 

1. The purpose of this Code is to provide binding rules that all security service providers 
and employers of in-house security officers must obey in order to - 

(a) promote, achieve and maintain a trustworthy and professional private 

security industry which acts in terms of the law applicable to the members of 

the industry; 

(b) promote, achieve and maintain compliance by security service providers with 

a set of minimum standards of conduct which is necessary to realise the 

objects of the Authority; 

(c) promote, achieve and maintain compliance by security service providers with 

their obligations towards the State, the Authority, consumers of security 

services, the public, and the private security industry in general; 

(d) ensure the payment of the applicable minimum wages and compliance with 

standards aimed at preventing exploitation or abuse of employees in the 

private security industry, including employees used to protect or safeguard 

merely the employer’s own property or other interests, or persons or property 

on the premises of, or under the control of the employer; and

(e) provide for matters incidental to the above. 

Application of Code 

2. This Code applies to - 

(a) all security service providers, whether registered with the Authority or not, in 
practising the occupation of security service provider, in rendering a security 

service or carrying on business in the rendering of a security service, or in 

performing any other act or function which is subject to the Act; 

(b) every person using his or her own employees to protect or safeguard merely 

his or her own property or other interests, or persons or property on his or her 

premises or under his or her control, to the extent provided for in the Act and 
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this Code; 

(c) every category or class of persons as contemplated in the Act, taking into 
account the nature of the relevant provisions of this Code as well as the juristic 
nature of such persons; and 

(d) the relevant conduct of a security service provider at any place, irrespective 

of whether the conduct was committed within or outside the Republic. 
Interpretation of Code 

3. This Code must be interpreted to give effect to the objects of the Authority as 
contemplated in section 3 of the Act and to the purpose of this Code. 

Definitions 

4. In this Code any expression to which a meaning has been assigned in the Act will 
bear the meaning so assigned and, unless the context indicates otherwise - 

“Act” means the Private Security Industry Regulation Act, 2001 (Act No. 56 of 2001) 
and all regulations made in terms of the Act; 

“act” includes an omission; 

“ammunition” means ammunition as defined in the Firearms Control Act, 2000 (Act 
No. 60 of 2000);

“client” means a person with whom a security service provider has concluded a

service to such person; 

(b) with whom a security service provider negotiates for the rendering of a

(2) Any conspiracy, incitement or attempt to commit any act contemplated in 
sub-regulation (1)(a), (c) or (d) constitutes improper conduct as 

contemplated in sub-regulation (1). 

(3) The intentional provision of assistance by a security service provider to another 
security service provider to commit any act referred to in sub-regulation 

(1)(a), (c) or (d) constitutes improper conduct as contemplated in subregulation 
(1). 

(4) Every contravention or failure to comply as contemplated in sub-regulation 
(1), (2) or (3), constitutes a separate count of improper conduct in respect of 
which any penalty contemplated in regulation 25 may be imposed.

Preamble 


WHEREAS every person has the right to life and the right to security of the person, which includes, among other things, 
the right to be free from all forms of violence from either public or private sources; 
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AND WHEREAS the adequate protection of such rights is fundamental to the well-being and social and economic 
development of every person; 


AND WHEREAS the increased availability and abuse of firearms and ammunition has contributed significantly to the high 
levels of violent crime in our society; 


AND WHEREAS the Constitution places a duty on the State to respect, protect, promote and fulfil the rights in the Bill of 
Rights; 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Parliament of the Republic of South Africa, as follows:- 


CHAPTER 1 INTRODUCTORY PROVISIONS (ss 1-2) 
1 Definitions 


In this Act, unless the context indicates otherwise- 
‘accredit’ means accredit as contemplated in section 8; 


‘airgun' means any device manufactured to discharge a bullet or any other projectile of a caliber of less than 5.6mm (.22 
caliber), by means of compressed gas and not by means of burning propellant; 


[Date of commencement of definition of 'airgun': 1 June 2001.] 
‘ammunition' means a primer or complete cartridge; 
[Date of commencement of definition of 'ammunition': 1 June 2001.] 


‘antique firearm' means any muzzle loading firearm manufactured before 1 January 1900, or any replica of such a 
firearm; 


[Date of commencement of definition of 'antique firearm': 1 June 2001.] 
‘Appeal Board' means the Appeal Board established by section 128; 
‘cartridge’ means a complete object consisting of a cartridge case, primer, propellant and bullet; 
[Date of commencement of definition of 'cartridge': 1 June 2001.] 
‘competency certificate' means a competency certificate contemplated in Chapter 5; 


‘dealer' means any person who is licensed in terms of this Act to trade in firearms and ammunition; 
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‘dedicated hunter' means a person who actively participates in hunting activities and who is a member of an accredited 
hunting association; 


‘dedicated sports person' means a person who actively participates in sports-shooting and who is a member of an 
accredited sports-shooting organisation; 


‘Designated Firearms Officer' means a police official contemplated in section 124 (2) (h); 


‘firearm' means any- 
(a) device manufactured or designed to propel a bullet or projectile through a barrel or cylinder by means 
of burning propellant, at a muzzle energy exceeding 8 joules (6 ft-lbs); 
(b) device manufactured or designed to discharge rim-fire, centre-fire or pin-fire ammunition; 
(c) device which is not at the time capable of discharging any bullet or projectile, but which can be readily 
altered to be a firearm within the meaning of paragraph (a) or (b); 
(d) device manufactured to discharge a bullet or any other projectile of .22 calibre or higher at a muzzle 
energy of more than 8 joules (6 ft-lbs), by means of compressed gas and not by means of burning 
propellant; or 
(e) barrel, frame or receiver of a device referred to in paragraphs (a), (b), (c) or (d), 


but does not include any device contemplated in section 5; 

[Date of commencement of definition of 'firearm': 1 June 2001.] 
‘fully automatic’ means capable of discharging more than one shot with a single depression of the trigger; 
‘gunsmith' means any person who performs work contemplated in section 59, but who does not manufacture firearms; 
‘handgun' means a pistol or revolver which can be held in and discharged with one hand; 


‘imitation firearm' means anything that has the appearance of a firearm but is not capable of operating as such and 
cannot by superficial examination be identified as an imitation; 


‘juristic person’ includes a partnership and any other association of persons; 


‘load' includes reload, and 'loading' has a corresponding meaning; 
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‘Minister’ means the Minister of Safety and Security; 


‘National Commissioner’ means the National Commissioner of the South African Police Service, appointed in terms of 
section 207 (1) of the Constitution; 


‘occasional hunter' means any person who, from time to time, participates in hunting activities but who is not a member 
of an accredited hunting association; 


‘occasional sports person' means any person who, from time to time, participates in sports-shooting but who is not a 
member of an accredited sports-shooting organisation; 


‘police official' means- 
(a) a member of the South African Police Service as defined in section 1 of the South African Police Service 
Act, 1995 (Act 68 of 1995), and a member of any municipal police service established in terms of that Act; 
(b) a person designated by the Minister as a police official under section 142; and 
(c) a member of the South African National Defence Force deployed in co-operation with the South African 
Police Service; 


[Date of commencement of definition of ‘police official': 1 June 2001.] 
‘prescribed' means prescribed by regulation; 
‘previous Act' means the Arms and Ammunition Act, 1969 (Act 75 of 1969); 


‘private collector’ means a person who collects firearms or ammunition, who is a member of an accredited collector's 
association and who is not a public collector; 


‘public collector’ means a person who collects firearms or ammunition for display to the public and is accredited as such; 
‘Registrar' means the person referred to in section 123; 

‘regulation’ means a regulation made under section 145; 

‘restricted firearm' means any firearm contemplated in section 14 (1); 


‘security Company' means a person who- 
(a) renders a security service as defined in section 1 of the Security Officers Act, 1987 (Act 92 of 1987); or 
(b) is accredited as a provider of security services for its own business; 


‘security officer' means any person who is employed by a security company; 
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6. GUARD SERVICES 

a. This service relates to the guarding of assets in accordance with standard practices and 
procedures in the security industry. 

b. All accommodation, facilities and services supplied to the Contractor by the Employer shall be 
operated and maintained by the Contractor to the satisfaction of the Employer. The bidded price 
shall include for such services and no extra payment will be made to this effect unless specifically 
allowed for in the Schedule of Quantities. 

7. RESTRICTIONS ON THE ERECTION OF STRUCTURES AND EQUIPMENT 

a. The erection, installation or alteration by the Contractor of any structures including movable 
temporary office accommodation units which the Contractor may wish to erect for 

administrative and supervisory purposes and equipment in or on the site in terms of this contract 
shall be subject to the prior written approval of the Employer. No domestic housing facilities will 
be allowed on site. 

b. The Employer shall not be liable for any loss or damage to equipment supplied by the Contractor 
due to theft, vandalism or whatever reason and any such equipment lost or damaged shall be 
replaced by the Contractor at his/her own cost. 

8. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS WITH REGARD TO PERSONNEL UPON SIGNING A CONTRACT 
a. All security staff shall be properly trained and equipped for their duties and shall be security 
cleared by the S.A. Police Services. All personnel shall be outfitted with uniforms and equipment 
necessary for the performance of their duties. 

b. The Contractor undertakes to employ only such persons for the performance of the functions 
and/or duties in connection with the project on the site as the Employer may approve in writing. 
c. The Contractor shall advise all his personnel or persons to be employed by him/her in the 
performance of the functions and/or duties in accordance with this contract of any security 
measures, which the Employer may from time to time prescribe. 

d. If the Employer at any time is of the opinion that any of the Contractor’s employees connected 
with the performance of the functions and/or duties in terms of this contract should, for any 
reason not be connected with the performance of such functions or duties, the Employer shall be 
entitled to require the Contractor forthwith to withdraw any such employee from any such 
function or duty or forthwith to withdraw such employee from the project. 

e. In such an event the Contractor shall forthwith comply with such request and shall not on 
account of such request be entitled to claim any loss or damages from the Employer; and 

f. Furthermore, if the Employer requires any information regarding any of the Contractor’s 
employees connected with the performance of functions and duties in terms of this Contract, the 
Contractor shall without delay furnish the Employer with all available information upon request. 
g. The Contractor shall appoint personnel capable of communicating with members of the public in

the language dominant in the area and the Employer shall be entitled to require the Contractor 
forthwith to withdraw any employees from the relevant duty if such employee does not, in the 
opinion of the Employer, comply with a reasonable linguistic standard. 

9. SUPERVISORS AND SECURITY GUARDS 

11.1 SUPERVISORS 

The security staff employed by the Contractor at the various sites shall satisfy the following 
conditions: 

a. Supervisors shall be trained to at least Standard Ten (Std. 10) level. 

b. Supervisors shall have a good grounding in their post descriptions and duties. 

c. Supervisors shall at all times be capable of leading/controlling and supervising their 
subordinates.

d. Supervisors shall be able to communicate, read and write 

11.2 SECURITY GUARDS 

a. Security guards shall be trained to at least Standard eight (Std. 8) level. 

b. Security guards shall be able to communicate, read and write. 

c. Security guards may not be younger than 18 years of age. 

10. GENERAL PROVISIONS FOR SUPERVISORS AND SECURITY GUARDS 

a. Supervisors and security guards shall have undergone and passed formal security training 
approved by SIRA. 

b. At all times supervisors and security guards shall present an acceptable image/appearance 
which implies, inter alia, that they may not publicly sit, lounge about, smoke, eat or drink while 
attending to people. 

c. Supervisors and security guards shall at all times present a dedicated attitude/approach to 
security, which attitude/approach shall imply, inter alia, that there shall be no unnecessary 

d. arguments with visitors/staff or discourteous behavior towards them. 

e. Supervisors and security guards shall be physically healthy and medically fit for the execution of 
their duties. 

f. Supervisors and security guards shall be registered as security officers/guards, as required by 
Private Security Industry Regulatory Act, Act 57 of 2001 

g. Supervisors and security guards shall sign an undertaking in which they declare that they will 
refrain from any action which might be to the detriment of the Employer. 

h. Supervisors and security guards are prohibited from reading office documents or rummaging 
through records. 

i. No information concerning Employers activities may be furnished to the public or news media by 
the Contractor or his employees. 

j. The Employer reserves the right to ascertain from the S.A. Police Services whether security staff 
in his/her service possesses clearances, and to ascertain from the Private Security Industry 
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Regulatory Authority (SIRA) whether the security staff are registered with SIRA. 

11. SECURITY STAFF EQUIPMENT 

a. The Contractor shall ensure that each member of his security staff will at all times when on duty 
be fully equipped in respect of: 

b. A neat and clearly identifiable uniform from the Contractor, which uniform will include matching 
raincoats and overcoats for rainy and cold conditions respectively. 

c. Aclear identification card from the Contractor, with the member’s photo, identification and 
numbers on it, worn conspicuously on his person at all times. 

d. Alternatively: A clear identification card from the Contractor with the member’s identity and file 
numbers on it, accompanied by his official Identity Document, worn on his person at all times. 

e. Service aids to be worn on the body at all times: 

1. Baton 

2. Handcuffs 

3. Whistle 

4. Pocket Book 

5. Pen 

6. Torch (at night) 

7. Radio - Hand Carried 2 Way 

8. Firearm 

12. GENERAL REQUIREMENT 

a. The Contractor must provide a 24 hour service during weekends and Public holidays and a 12 
Hour service during normal working days. 

9 

b. At his Headquarters, proper staff files of all security staff in his service who are employed for 
service shall be kept up to date by the Contractor and be available for inspections by the 
Employer. The appropriate documents shall include, inter-alia, scholastic, registration and 
medical certificates and security clearances. 

c. The Contractor shall implement an approved control system such as a clock card to provide 
physical evidence of the presence of all employees on site at all times. Data sheets shall be 
supplied to the representative at his request and shall be submitted with payment certificates. 

d. All employees shall be fully conversant with emergency plans and procedures on site and shall 
give their full support in the event of an emergency. 

e. Employees shall not work for more than 12-hour shifts. 

f. The Contractor shall at all times provide the necessary supervision on site. This shall include a 
duly appointed Security Manager, Shift Commanders for each shift and supervisors for specific 
functions. Supervisors and Shift Commanders may form part of the functional staff. 

g. Bidders shall include schematic diagrams of their command and control structure in their bids. 


h. The Contractor shall have detailed procedures manuals for all security functions available on site 
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at all times. Procedures manuals shall be submitted for the approval of the Employer at the start 
of the Contract. Approval of the manuals will not relieve the Contractor from any of his 
obligations under the Contract. Should the Employer discover any deficiencies in the Procedures 
Manuals subsequent to his approval of such Manuals, he may order the Contractor to amend the 
Manuals to his satisfaction at the cost of the Contractor. 

i. The Contractor must establish communication linkage with the police. 

j. The Contractor shall check authorization letters for the removal of goods from the institution. 
Copies of the authorizations should be recorded and kept by the service provider. 

13. TRAINING OF PERSONNEL 

a. The Contractor shall provide the necessary training programmes including initial and refresher 
courses to ensure that all personnel possess, at all times, the necessary expertise to execute 
their functions in accordance with the specification and to the satisfaction of the Employer. 

b. Upon signing of Service Level Agreement, the Contractor shall submit full particulars, including 
proof of training, of all security personnel employed on site and shall not remove such personnel 
from the project or employ new personnel on site without the written approval of the Employer. 
c. New personnel must be mentored by existing personnel to allow for a proper induction phase. 
d. The Contractor is responsible for the training of his staff at the centre in respect of the 
application of the guidelines of the emergency plan, which shall be provided to him/her by the 
Employer’s Emergency Co-ordinator. 

e. Should any employee of the Contractor not perform his duties to the satisfaction of the 

f. Employer, the Contractor shall forthwith remove such Employee from the site and replace 
him/her with an alternative competent staff member. 

g. The Employer may perform any tests, as he considers necessary from time to time to ensure that 
the service provided by the Contractor is acceptable in terms of the specification. The Employer 
or his representative will however not act as supervisors and any such tests or absence thereof, 
shall not relieve the Contractor of his responsibilities under this Contract. 

14. SUPPLY AND MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 

a. All equipment including hand held metal detectors, extend-eye mirrors, radios and other 
communication equipment, vehicles, arms and ammunition and any other equipment necessary 
to execute this contract in accordance with the specification, shall be supplied and maintained by 
the Contractor to the satisfaction of the Employer and in accordance with the requirements of 
the National Key Point act No. 102 of 1980 where applicable. 

15. SECURITY CONTROL CENTRE 
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The Contractor shall provide a fully equipped and furnished security control centre. 

a. The security control centre shall be in radio contact with security staff on all the sites and with 
the Representative of the Employer. 

b. The control centre shall be manned at all times unless otherwise agreed with the Employer 
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16. REGISTERS 

a. OCCURRENCE BOOK 

a. The purpose of the occurrence book is to give an overall picture of activities, inspections by 
supervisors, and all other relevant occurrences at the centre. 

b. The Contractor’s security staff on duty shall make the following entries in the occurrence book: 

all listed routine procedures such as patrols undertaken, handing over of shifts, etc, mentioning 

the procedures followed, by whom and the time of commencement. These entries shall be made 

clearly legible, in blue/black ink. 

c. All occurrences, however, slight or unusual, shall be recorded with reference made to the correct 
time and relevant actions taken. 

d. All security staff activities, especially deviations in respect of the duty list, specifying particulars 

of the staff and relevant times. 

e. The issue and/or receipt of keys, specifying the time and by whom they were received or 

delivered. 

f. The unlocking or locking of doors or gates, specifying the time and by whom locked or unlocked. 

g. The handing over of shifts, mentioning all names of all shift staff and accompanying equipment 

and aids. In this case, staff taking over as well as staff handing over shall sign the entry/entries. 

h. After the taking over of shifts, the first level supervisor shall make an entry declaring that he has 

read the Occurrence Book in order to acquaint himself with events that occurred during the 

previous shift. 

i. All visits by second level supervisors and top management. 

j. These entries shall be done in red ink. 

Note: Under no circumstances may an entry in the occurrence book be erased, painted out with 
correction fluid or totally deleted. It shall only be crossed out by a single line and initialed on the side. 
The Contractor shall store the completed (full) Occurrence Books until the end of the contract 
16.1 PEDESTRIAN REGISTER/ADMISSION CONTROL FORMS (WHERE APPLICABLE) 

This register/form shall be correctly and legibly completed by the security guard/officer on duty and shall 
make provision for the following: 

a. Date and time of visit. 

b. Admission and exit times of the visitor to and from the site. 

c. Surname and initials of the visitor. 

d. Home or work address of the visitor. 

e. Official Identity/Passport Number of visitor. 

f. Name of person to be visited. 

g. Purpose of visit. 

h. Brand, centre and number of firearm in visitor’s possession (if any). 

i. Signature of the visitor. 

16.2 VEHICLE REGISTER/FORMS (WHERE APPLICABLE) 
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This register/form shall be correctly and legibly completed by the security guard/officer on duty and shall 
make provision for the following: 

a. Date of visit. 

b. Admission and exit time of visitor/vehicle to and from the site. 

c. Surname and initials of driver. 

d. Home or work address of the driver. 
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e. Registration number of the vehicle. 

f. Name of person to be visited. 

g. Purpose of visit. 

h. Number of passengers. 

i. Brand, centre and number of firearm(s) in the vehicle (if any). 

j. Signature of driver. 

Security personnel are to check that all relevant details are completed and must also sign each entry. 
16.3 PRESCRIBED REGISTER/FORMS 

The purpose of the prescribed register/forms is to execute effective checking and control at the centre in 
respect of Government property. The completion and keeping of a prescribed register/form at a site may 
be required from the Contractor by the Sub-directorate of Security Administration. 

16.4 ADDITIONAL PRESCRIBED REGISTERS/FORMS SPECIFIC TO THIS CONTRACT 

a. Gate Permits -personnel removing any items from the premises must be in possession of a gate 
permit from Stores or Workshop indicating that he/she has permission to remove the items from 

the premises. Gate permits from the previous day are to be handed in at the office before 08h00 

the following day. 

b. Vehicle Inspection Form - To be completed by the night shift for all vehicles on the premises. 
Dayshift to check vehicles when taking over from night shift. Forms from the previous day are to 

be handed in at the office before 08h00 the following day. 

c. Checklist for Vehicles and Stores and Fuel Tanks - To be completed by the night shift for all 
vehicles and equipment in Workshop yard. Dayshift to check vehicles and equipment when 

taking over from nightshift. Forms from the previous day are to be handed in at the office before 

08h00 the following day. 

d. Storage of Pedestrian and Vehicle Register Forms 

e. The Contractor shall store the completed full pedestrian and vehicle register forms for a period 

of twelve months. After twelve months these documents must be given to the employer for 

archiving. 

16.5 NOTEBOOK 

The purpose of the notebook is to note down all incidents occurring or observations made by a security 
person during a turn of duty, for later reference. 

During their turns of duty all security staff shall wear a notebook on their persons. 
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The following information shall be noted down in the notebooks: All occurrences/events however, slight 
or unusual, referring to the following:

a Patrol, be copied into the occurrence book. 

g. The Contractor shall store the completed (full) notebooks for the contract period. 

16.6 DUTY LIST 

a. The purpose of the duty list is to serve as proof, at all reasonable times, that all staff who should 

be on duty per shift, are indeed on duty. 
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b. Daily, weekly or monthly duty lists of all security staff on duty, as purported in this agreement, 

shall be drawn up by the Contractor and kept in the security control office of each Centre where 

such service is rendered. 

c. Any change to the duty list shall be crossed out by a single line, installed, dated and noted in the 
occurrence book. 

16.7 DUTY SHEET 

a. The purpose of a duty sheet is to ensure that all security staff on duty are familiar with the duties 

as required in this agreement. 

b. The Contractor shall have available at the centre a fully expounded duty sheet per duty point. 

17. OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND SAFETY 

In this clause the term “Act” shall mean the Occupational Health & Safety Act, No. 85 of 1993, as 
amended from time to time, (including any act which may take its place should it be repealed during the 
currency of the agreement between the parties) as read with all regulations and standards promulgated 
in terms of the former Machinery and Occupational Act, No 6 of 1983, as amended, and all regulations & 
standards promulgated in terms of the Occupational Health & Safety Act from time to time;

1. TENDER SPECIFICATION 


The Pretoria National Botanical Garden (PNBG) requires a Security Company to provide security services through guards, 
access and exit control that will include the taking of ticket income. The provision of monitoring services, armed response 
services for any activation of alarm systems within the buildings and for unauthorized intrusions via the perimeter fencing 
(includes the monitoring of the fence alarm system), the supply of relevant information to Garden visitors (entrance 
gates/ticket offices) and the management of the fire alarm system in the Herbarium over weekends, after hours and on 
public holidays, the securing of buildings and the premises in emergency situations. The main scope of the provision of 
security services to the Pretoria National Botanical Garden is focused on the developed garden area where the highest 
visitor and staff activity takes place, but nevertheless will not exclude the more remote areas of the 76 ha campus. 


The Security Service Company is required to provide monitoring, guarding and armed response services 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year as specified. 


In addition, from time to time additional guards may be required for special functions, exhibitions or meetings to be held in 
the Garden. This will be arranged separately to the standard contract, but an indication must be given to the availability of 
such ad hoc guards and the notice period for obtaining this additional service. 


2. INDUCTION AND PLACEMENT OF GUARDS 


The Service Provider’s staff members will have to undergo induction training regarding the site and the Emergency Plan 
for the Campus. This induction is compulsory and must be attended by the Security Company’s supervisors, guards, and 
armed response personnel. Any new employee must first be inducted before placement on this site, especially for duty 
within the Herbarium Building after hours, on weekends and public holidays as this guard will be responsible for the 
management and emergency response to the automatic Fire Suppression System installed. 


The inheritance of existing security guards from previous Service Providers must be discussed with and approved by 
SANBI beforehand. 


3. ALARM SYSTEMS AND RESPONSE 


a) Currently, all the buildings on the Pretoria National Botanical Garden campus have a fully functional alarm system. The 
outer perimeter fence is electrified with an alarm sensor. There is no control room on site - the Service Provider will be 
expected to provide one for us. 


b) The Service Provider will at all times respond to panic, and fence intrusion alarms and forced entry signals to the 
buildings in the Garden. 


c) The response time will be within 5 minutes as the Service Provider’s vehicle is to be on site with a backup person 
available at all times. 


d) The guards on duty must instantly respond to the Herbarium Building Automatic Fire Alarm system and initiate the 
necessary emergency response should a problem be detected. 
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e) The Service Provider will be expected to ensure the compatibility of their equipment with the current system/s in use 
and the cost of replacing equipment, if necessary, will be at the expense of the successful Service Provider. 


f) The Service Provider will also be expected to ensure that the alarm equipment is well maintained and that it is ina 
working condition at all times. 


The guards will work closely with other security or law enforcement services/agencies like SAPS, and cooperate with the 
campus Emergency Coordinator and fire brigade should a fire be detected or the Herbarium Fire Suppression System 
Alarm be activated. 


4. SECURITY OPERATION MANAGEMENT EXCELLENCE 
a) All shifts are 12 hours and start at 5:50 for 06:00 and 17:50 for 18:00, 


b) The one shift will take over from the other at any specific station to ensure continued surveillance/control. 


5. ACCESS CONTROL 


The guards at the control gates must: 

Obtain clearance for and register every vehicle in thee vehicle register. 

Obtain clearance for all pedestrian visitors or direct theme to the relevant entrance gate. 
Obtain clearance for any SANBI property leaving thee premises at any given time. 
Always be visible and in close proximity to the maine entrance points. 


Bee customer-focused, patient, and polite and always remain professional in the execution of their duties. 


It is the responsibility of the Service Provider to ensure that: 
Reliable and trustworthy cashiers must be provided fore revenue collection and ticketing services. 


The access gates are closed and opened as per sitee instructions or other instructions as issued by the appropriate official 
on a weekly basis.

POST-BLAST INVESTIGATION (PBI) PROCEDURE: 


a) Conduct preliminary evaluation of the crime scene. First Responders must assess the scene quickly yet thoroughly to 
determine the course of action to be taken. 


b) Exercise scene safety. First Responders must take steps to identify and remove or mitigate safety hazards (e.g. 
secondary device(s), hanging live electric wires, weak building structure) that may further threaten victims, bystanders 
and public safety personnel. 


c) Administer life-saving efforts. First Responders must rescue living victims and provide treatment for life-threatening 
injuries. 


d) Establish security and control. First Responders will establish control and restrict scene access to essential personnel 
(EMS), thereby aiding rescue efforts and scene preservation. 


e) Ensure scene integrity. The Incident Commander must ensure the integrity of the scene by establishing security 
perimeters and staging areas, contamination control procedures and evidence collection and control procedures. 
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f) Conduct scene walkthrough. The Incident Commander must conduct walkthrough with respective Team Leader of 
Investigators, Bomb Squad Unit and SOCO to establish scene parameters, entry/exit path, and to acquire overview of the 
incident. 


g) Secure required resources. Following the walkthrough, the Incident Commander should meet the available emergency 
responders and PBI Team for updates of the scene and to determine what resources, equipment and additional personnel 
may be needed. 


h) Develop written documentation. There should be a Decision Logbook, wherein every crucial decision made related to the 
incident should be documented and signed by whoever made the decision such as, allowing entry to crime scene by 
person(s) not member of PBI Team; removal of any object inside the scene. First Responders and SOCO Team will prepare 
scene documentation (e.g. person who access the scene, sketches, floor plans and architectural or engineering drawings); 
while the Investigators document activities, noting dates and time associated with the incident, physical and environmental 
conditions, statement given by the victims/witnesses, etc. 


1) Photograph/Videotape the scene. Aside from the SOCO documentation, Investigator must have his/her own 
documentation of the overall views and assembled crowd. 


J) Locate and interview victims and witnesses. Investigators should obtain victim“s/witnesses™ identities/details, statements 
and information concerning their injuries and accounts of the incident. 


k) Request the assistance of Bomb Squad Unit and SOCO. Secure the assistance of these technical personnel to ensure a 
tight case. 


D Collect, preserve, inventory, package, transport of evidence to Crime Laboratory. Refer to Crime Lab Manual. 


m) Ensure that all investigative steps are documented. The Investigators must review all documentation before releasing 
the scene. 
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n) Ensure crime processing is completed. The scene may be released only upon conclusion of the on-site investigation and 
thorough evidence collection. 


o) Release of crime scene by SOCO to Investigator-on-Case. Release the scene with the notion that there is only one chance 
to perform the job correctly and completely and after completion of the final survey and proper documentation. 


p) Turnover of crime scene by the Investigator-on-Case to authorized person. The release of the scene must be 
documented. The Investigator should ensure communication of known scene-related health and safety issues to a receiving 
authority at the time of release. 


g. Submit Reports to Philippine Bomb Data Center 


1. Detailed technical information regarding explosives and explosive devices are collected, integrated and disseminated via 
the Philippine Bomb Data Center. These data help authorities identify the existence of serial bombers, the sophistication of 
explosive devices being used and the need for uniform procedures and further development of equipment. 


2. The concerned investigating police unit MUST submit the following reports to the Philippine Bomb Data Center for 
analysis and incorporation to the national database of explosive-related incidents: 


a) Explosive-Related Incident Report Form; 


b) Investigation Report of concerned PNP unit; 


c) Post Blast Investigation Report/Technical Evaluation Report of responding PNP Bomb Squad Unit or EOD Team of the 
AFP/NBI/PCG; 


d) Digital and colored close-up photographs of IED and IED components recovered; 


e) SOCO & Laboratory Reports (PNP Crime Laboratory); 


f) Arrest reports including mug-shots of arrested suspect/s; 
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g) Inquest documents/papers; and 


h) Court decision 


5.5.7 GENERAL GUIDELINES 


a. Consistent with its mandate, the PNP is the lead agency that will conduct investigations on bombing and other 
explosives-related incidents. 


b. In case of an explosives-related incident, the responsibility for responding is often but not always shared by a variety of 
professionals. PNP foot and mobile patrol personnel, EOD personnel from the AFP, NBI and PCG, fire-fighters from the 
Bureau of Fire Protection (BFP), medical teams and local volunteer organizations, invariably are the first to respond to 
calls for assistance. Medical personnel are expected to treat those injured and evacuate them to hospitals, fire-fighters 
from BFP and local fire brigades to put out fires, and the PNP first responders to cordon the area to secure and preserve 
the crime scene. 


c. Render safe procedures (RSP) and Improvised Explosive Device (IED) recovery will be the sole discretion of the 
responding PNP Bomb Squad Unit/AFP EOD personnel that has already taken first cognizance of an IED in the incident 
scene. 


d. In area where there is no organized PNP Bomb Squad Unit, military EOD unit assistance can be requested. Assistance is 

limited only to checking of secondary device and provision of RSP on identified explosive hazard. Further, they should turn 

over to concerned local PNP unit all physical pieces of evidence and provide significant information limited to the Technical 
Evaluation Report or Post-Blast Investigation report. 


e. Police Bomb Squad Unit and the PNP Crime Laboratory should be notified. Before the EOD and bomb technicians are 
allowed entry to the scene, they should allow themselves to be swabbed by PNP CL/SOCO personnel. If no secondary 
device exists and the area is declared safe by the EOD and bomb technicians, the PNP CL can proceed with Scene of Crime 
Operation (SOCO) to collect and document evidences. 


Notes: 


1. In the absence of SOCO personnel, Investigator may damp clean dry cotton with acetone or distilled water and 
individually swab hands and clothing of all Bomb Technicians/EOD personnel accessing the scene. Store in a dry separate 
plastic container, label and submit to Crime Laboratory. 
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2. In the event that “Hand Entry” procedure was used by the PNP/AFP Bomb Technician/EOD in rendering safe an IED, 
he/she must be subjected to fingerprint by the PNP Crime Laboratory for suspect elimination. 


f. Security/Protection of the crime scene shall be the responsibility of the local police unit assisted by the military units in 
the area. Police line must be established as soon as applicable. In case of bombing/explosion incident, the police line should 
be extended at a distance of 50% of the total distance from the seat of explosion to the farthest fragment. 


g. Incident Commander must identify the area designated for the command post, media area, etc. outside the police line. 
ONLY AUTHORIZED PERSONS ARE ALLOWED TO ENTER THE CRIME SCENE. 


Note: Only authorized personnel should enter the crime scene after it is declared safe by Bomb Squad/EOD Team 
personnel. They MUST wear gloves, shoe covers, mask, and if needed hard hats before entering the crime scene and avoid 
touching any piece of evidence thereat to ensure that no cross contamination will occur. Authorized persons are: For 
Bombing and Explosions: Members of the Post-Blast Investigation Team For Raids, Searches and Seizures: Investigators, 
Searching and Seizing Officer and Bomb Squad/EOD Team Personnel For Bomb Threat: Bomb Squad/EOD Team Personnel 


h. SOCO personnel are the only authorized persons to handle, document, and conduct laboratory examination of gathered 
physical evidences. Bomb technicians/EOD personnel however, may join the search for bomb parts/fragments in tandem 
with PNP Crime Laboratory personnel. The assistance can be extended during the reconstruction of the device. 


i. In cases where an explosion resulted in a subsequent conflagration/fire, responding BFP or fire volunteer brigade 
personnel should be advised beforehand of the location of the alleged explosion. Fire in the specific area of explosion 
should only be contained and not be over-flooded with water to assure the collection of pieces of evidence that might be 
crucial in the conduct of investigation. 
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j. In the absence of a Bomb Squad/EOD Team and SOCO Team, designated investigator can collect pieces of evidence using 
the proper procedure and preserve items in appropriate labelled containers. Bear in mind that the assistance of both 
technical units (Bomb Squad and Crime Lab) is very crucial in establishing a case and for further filing of appropriate 
charges against identified suspect/s. 


k. Chemical examination/analysis of collected evidence will be the responsibility of the PNP Crime Laboratory with the 
assistance of the National Bureau of Investigations (NBI), if requested. 


1. The reconstruction process of IED using the actual collected pieces of IED components (for purposes of determining the 
pre-blast condition of the device) by the PBI Team should be documented (preferably videotaped). If court presentation is 
required, videotape recording and pre-blast IED prototype using similar materials should be submitted. Preserving the 
integrity of these pieces of evidence is the police“s utmost primary functions, small pieces of evidence should be 
segregated by type, labelled and stored in a sealed plastic container. 


m) Recovered explosives, explosive accessories and military ordnance must be completely described (i.e. explosive filler, 
lot numbers, symbols, color, measurements, diameter, container, presence of indentation on the rotating band of the 
munitions, etc) in the Incident Report, including its photographs. 


n) Evidence explosive material/s must be rendered safe before safekeeping of authorized bomb squad unit in a magazine or 
ammo dam. 


o) Be on the lookout for some chemicals which can be used in producing improvised explosives. See the attached list of 
these chemicals and list chemicals of security concerns.

Any acts of hacking or cracking or unauthorized access into or interference in a computer system/server or information 
and communication system; or any access in order to corrupt, alter, steal, or destroy using a computer or other similar 
information and communication devices including the introduction of computer viruses and the like, resulting in the 
corruption, destruction, alteration, theft or loss of electronic data messages or electronic documents.

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5.7 PROCEDURES IN HANDLING OF COMPUTER/CYBERCRIME CASES 5.7.1 LEGAL BASIS 


- R.A. 8792 Electronic Commerce Act of 2000

5.7.2 PURPOSE The standard operating procedure prescribes a uniform and step-by-step process to be observed by all 
personnel of CIDG in the conduct of investigation regarding Computer/Cybercrime cases. 


5.7.3 SCOPE OF APPLICATION This procedure shall be strictly observed by investigators handling computer/cybercrime 
cases. The head of office or Chief must always be informed of the disposition or action taken on complaints. Computer and 
Network can be involved in crimes in several ways: 


a. Computer or network can be a tool of crime (used to commit the crime) 


b. Computer or network can be a target of the crime (the “victim”) 


c. Computer or network can be used for incidental purposes related to the crime 


5.7.4 DEFINITION OF TERMS (Based on Webster Computer Dictionary New Revised Edition) 


a. Computer Server - is a computer or device on a network that manages network resources. For example, a file server is a 
computer and storage device dedicated to storing files. Any user in the network can store files on the server. A print server 
is a computer that manages one or more printer, and a network server is a computer that manages network traffic. A 
database server is a computer system that processes database queries. 


b. Computer Network - is a collection of computers and devices connected to each other. The network allows computers to 
communicate with each other and share resources and information. 


c. Computer Crime - Any illegal behavior directed by means of electronic operations that targets the security of computer 
systems and the data processed by them. (UN Definition) 
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d. Cyber Crime - Any illegal behavior committed by means of, or in relation to, a computer system or network, including 
such crimes as illegal possession, offering or distributing information by means of a computer system or network. (UN 
Definition) 


e. Domain Name - is an identification label to define realms of administrative autonomy, authority, or control in the 
internet, based on the Domain Name System. 


f. Electronic Mail - often abbreviated as e-mail or email, is a method of exchanging digital messages, designed primarily for 
human use. A message at least consists of its content, an author, address, and one or more recipient addresses. 


g. Internet Protocol (IP) Address - a numerical identification and logical address that is assigned to devices participating in 
a computer network utilizing the Internet Protocol for communication. 


h. Electronic Evidence - is any probative information stored or transmitted in digital form that a party to a court case may 
use at trial. 


i. Electronic Crime Scene - A crime scene where there are electronic evidence found. 


j. Web Hosting Service - is an individual or organizations providing website or Internet hosting service that allows 
individuals or organizations to provide their own website accessible via the World Wide Web. 


k. Web site (Group of Web pages) - is a collection of related web pages, images, videos or other digital assets that are 
addressed with a common domain name or IP address in an Internet Protocol-based network. A web site is hosted on at 
least one web serer, accessible via the Internet or a private local area network. 


1. Social Network Website - a web site that focuses on building online communities of people who share interests and/or 
activities, or who are interested in exploring the interests and activities of others. 


m. Hacking or Cracking (Lifted from R.A. 8792 Sec 33 para A) - Refers to unauthorized access into or interference in a 
computer system/server or information and communication system; or any access in order to corrupt, alter, steal, or 
destroy using a computer or other similar information and communication devices, without the knowledge and consent of 
the owner of the computer or information and communications system, including the introduction of computer viruses and 
the like, resulting in the corruption, destruction, alteration, theft or loss of electronic data messages or electronic 
documents shall 
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be punished by a minimum fine of One Hundred Thousand pesos (P 100,000.00) and a maximum commensurate to the 
damage incurred and a mandatory imprisonment of six (6) months to three (3) years;

5.7.6 PROCEDURES

a) Hacking/Cracking 


b) Email Cases (Hacking/Threat/Extortion) 


c) Identity theft or in relation to Social Networking cases 


NOTE: The investigator shall determine the Internet Protocol (IP) address or Domain Name Service (DNS) Address in 
question/involved in the investigation. 


4. The investigator shall then conduct online WHOIS tracing on the identified IP address or Domain name (website) to 
determine its Internet Service Provider (ISP) and Web Hosting Company. 
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5. If the result of the WHOIS traces to the local IP address and Local Domain Name Hosting, the investigator shall 
coordinate with the ISP and Web Hosting Company through letters rogatory to preserve the log files and further identify 
the owner of the IP address and the registrant of Domain Name (website). 


6. Else, If the WHOIS traces foreign IP address and Foreign Domain Name Hosting, the investigator shall coordinate with 
the foreign counter-part Law Enforcement Agency through Mutual Legal Assistance Treaty (MLAT) procedures to get the 
information on the owner of the IP address and the registrant of Domain Name (website). Coordination should be made 
with Legal Division, CIDG. 


7. After the completion of the investigative requirements, the case will be filed in court for possible arrest and conviction of 
the suspect. If not,pursued the solution of the case.

Telecommunication Company (TELCO) carrier. (SMART/GLOBE/SUN/PLDT, etc) If the SIM card number belongs to a local 
TELCO, then the investigator shall coordinate through letter derogatory to determine the owner of the SIM card number 
and any logs/records pertaining to the said SIM. 


9. If the SIM card number belongs to a foreign TELCO, then the investigator shall coordinate through letter rogatory with 
the foreign counter-part Law Enforcement Agency through Mutual Legal Assistance Treaty (MLAT) procedures to get the 
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information on the owner of the SIM card number and other log/records pertaining to the said SIM. 


10. After completion of the investigative requirements, the case will be filed in court for possible arrest and conviction of 
the suspect. If not, pursue the solution of the case.

1.1 To provide procedures, equipment and manpower in the event of an emergency arising 

at or near Sedibeng District Municipality. 

1.2 To ensure the orderly and efficient transition from normal to emergency operations and to 


maintain the continuity of production during periods of social or industrial unrest.

SECTION 2 

2. IMPLEMENTATION AUTHORITY 

The Emergency Plan may be activated either wholly or partially by any Executive Director or Futuris 
Guarding Systems Site Manager. 

In any decision to activate the emergency plan cognisance must be taken of :- 

2.1 The nature and extent of possible threat to life and property. 

2.2 The probable course events will take. 

SECTION 3 

EMERGENCY CONDITIONS 

3. Precautionary phase 

Precautionary measure, as listed in section 4, may be activated when the following conditions apply:- 
3.1 Social Unrest 

Social unrest, either on a local or national scale, is imminent or is current but is not yet 
affecting Institution operations. 

3.2 Threats 

Threats are made to damage or otherwise prejudice the operating capabilities of 
Sedibeng District Municipality. 

3.3 Sabotage 

An act of sabotage or arson is committed against Sedibeng District Municipality. 

3.4 Active Phase 

3.5 Industrial threat 

Strikes are held or employees of the Institution take industrial action or the work force is 
prevented from attending work due to intimidation or subversion. 

EMERGENCY PROCEDURES 
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3.6 Rioting 

There is unrest in the immediate area of the plant, which is either affecting or is about to 
affect the safety of personnel and assets. 

3.7 Sabotage 

Acts of sabotage or terrorist attacks are prevalent. 

3.8 Disaster 

The plant is threatened by serious fire or natural disaster. 

SECTION 4 

4. PRECAUTIONARY PHASE 

4.1 In the event of a disturbance or an attack on Sedibeng District Municipality 
becoming imminent, consideration should be given to implementing the following 
precautions following an emergency meeting of the Managers when responsibilities 
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will be allocated. 

4.2 Updating the emergency plan if this was last done more than one month previously. 
4.3 Increasing liaison with police and neighboring plants. 

4.4 Increasing the number of security personnel on duty. 

4.5 Readying control room equipment and checking emergency communications 
equipment. 

4.6 Readying an auxiliary power supply. 

4.7 Practicing or reminding employees of evacuation procedures. 

4.8 Reminding employees of rendezvous points. 

4.9 Briefing emergency volunteers and teams and placing them on stand-by. 

4.10 Obtaining adequate supplies of production materials and fuels. 

4.11 Checking and servicing fire-fighting equipment. 

4.12 Rotating or re-keying locks and padlocks. 

4.13 Clearing a helicopter-landing zone. 

4.14 Tightening access control and search procedures. 

4.15 Psychologically preparing employees to remain on the job and to resist outside 
pressures 

by :- 

- Ensuring that good labour relations exists. 
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- Advising employees not to associate with troublemakers. 

- Requesting employees to report all rumors. 

4.16 Giving employees daily briefings immediately before or during disturbances, which 
are aimed at dispelling rumors and speculation. 

4.17 Closing the main, gates when they are not in actual use. 

SECTION 5 

5. ACTIVE PHASE 

5.1 Dependent on the actual nature of the emergency consideration should be given to 
activating the following procedures:- 

5.1.1 The control post is opened and manned on a 24-hour basis. 

5.1.2 All Security personnel are accommodated and fed within the plant. 

5.1.3 Emergency fire, repair, rescue and security personnel and teams 

are placed on duty. 

5.1.4 Additional protection is provided for vital machinery, fuels, 

flammables and non-Institution property. 

5.1.5 Daily employee briefings are commenced. 

5.1.6 Stringent access control measures are enforced. 
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5.1.7 Female employees are escorted to work, car pools are initiated, 

alternative transport systems are utilised, and rendezvous points 

are brought into use. 

SECTION 6 

INTERNAL STRIKES AND INDUSTRIAL UNREST 

6.1 AIM 

Plans of action are necessary to deal with the following manifestations of industrial unrest:- 
6.1.1 Refusal to work overtime (nightshift). 

6.1.2 Go slow. 

6.1.3 Official (Union controlled) strike. 

6.1.4 Down tools. 

6.1.5 Unofficial (wildcat) strike. 

6.1.6 Picketing. 

6.1.7 Faction fighting/rioting. 

6.2 ADVANCE WARNING 

6.2.1 All means available should be used to obtain as much advance notification as 
possible of impending industrial action by the work force, or the spread of strikes 
from other factories. These should include:- 

6.2.2 Effective and meaningful channels of communication between management and 
employees. 

6.2.3 Monitoring of news programs. 

6.2.4 Exchanges of information with other companies. 

6.2.5 The gathering of information within the works by security staff, supervisors, the 
personnel department and other interested parties. 
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6.2.6 Briefing from Industrial Bargaining Council/SHERIFS. 

6.3 ACTIONACTION IN THE EVENT OF INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES 

6.3.1 Immediate liaison must be set up between the under mentioned so as to ensure 
both a co-ordinated plan of action and the necessary protection of personnel and 
assets should violence ensue:- 

* Executive Directors 

* Works management 

* Personnel department 

* Security department 

6.3.2 In the event of passive industrial action, i.e. go-slow or work stoppage, the following 
precautions should be taken:- 

6.3.3 Identifying spokesmen/ringleaders and commencing negotiations away from 
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crowds, providing there is a return to work. 

6.3.4 Avoiding provocation and confrontation at all costs. 

6.3.5 Keeping the police off the property. 

6.3.6 Not employing casual workmen to replace striking employees. 

6.3.7 Having security staff maintain a low profile whilst monitoring employee activities and 
placing additional staff on standby. 

6.3.8 Should the industrial action take a militant form or violence become imminent, the 
following steps should be considered:- 

6.3.9 Requesting police assistance. 

6.3.10 Permitting exit from the plant and access to the car park by both non-involved 
employees and troublemakers. 

6.3.11 Evacuation of office staff. 

6.3.12 Evacuation of entire plant. 

6.3.13 Securing and guarding of:- 

* Main store 

* Inflammable stores 

* Erection store 

* Fuel pumps 

*L.P. Gas 

* Garage 

* Transport 

* Restricted workshops 

* Vital machinery 

* Office block 

* Key cupboards 

6.3.14 Bringing entire security force on to site equipped for overnight stay. 

6.3.15 Utilising the services of loyal employees in the control of unruly mobs. 
6.3.16 Arming security personnel in the event of danger to life or property. 

6.3.17 Advising neighboring companies by using the cellular.

EVACUATION PROCEDURES

8.2 Evacuation Routes 

Evacuation routes to be used will depend on the nature and extent of the emergency. However, it is 
anticipated that staff would be evacuated to one of two assembly areas as follows. 

8.2.1 Route 1 

Via the main gate. 

8.2.2 Route 2 

Via the route shown on annexure ‘D’ to the assembly area indicated within the yard. 

8.2.3 The appropriate route and assembly area will be selected by either the Executive Director or the 
Security Chief. 

8.3. Evacuation Procedures 

Marshals, upon receipt of evacuation instructions are responsible for: 

8.3.1 Ensuring that all persons, including visitors, in their area are accounted for and evacuated. 
8.3.2 Checking that windows are closed in the event of a fire, and that all electrical equipment is 
switched off. 

8.3.3 Carrying out a brief search of each office or other room in the presence of the occupants, where 
possible, and reporting any suspicious containers or packages to security staff. 

8.3.4 Grouping staff/visitors from their areas of responsibility together at the selected assembly area 
whilst waiting further instructions. 

8.3.5 Ensuring that no personal vehicles are taken out of the plant by evacuated personnel. 

8.4. Sedibeng District Municipality Evacuation Procedures 

8.4.1 Implementation 

8.4.1.1 In the event of a total evacuation of Sedibeng District Municipality being ordered this will 
be signaled by the hooter being activated as a siren, i.e. the hooter will be switched on 

and off giving it a rising and falling note. 

8.4.1.2 Should a partial evacuation of the Works be ordered instructions will be passed to 
production departments either by telephone or word of mouth by Management as 

indicated in Annexure “A”. 

8.4.1.3 Where a partial evacuation affects non-productive departments, the relevant instructions 
will be passed by either telephone or word of mouth by Management as indicated in 

Annexure “B”. 

8.4.2 Evacuation Routes 

In the event of total evacuation of the plant being ordered, personnel will make their way to the 
assembly area in the Institution car park. In order to avoid congestion at the main gate, which 
could delay the arrival of emergency services as well as cause possible injuries to personnel, the 
plant will be evacuated along the three routes as indicated below. 

8.4.3 Partial Evacuation 

Should a partial evacuation of the premises become necessary or should it be considered that the 
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car park is not suitable as an assembly area for any reason, then evacuated personnel should 
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make their way by the most direct route to the assembly area within the works as indicated on 
Annexure “I”. 

8.4.4 Implementation 

8.4.4.1 On hearing the evacuation siren, supervisors are responsible for effecting the evacuation 
of their workforce and any visitors in as quiet and orderly a fashion as possible, and 

along the allocated routes. 

8.4.4.2 Machinery and electrical equipment must be shut down and a search should be carried 
out, in the event of bomb scare, for any suspicious packages or containers, which must 

be reported directly to security staff. 

8.4.4.3 Employees must not be permitted to visit the canteen/changing rooms during the course 
of the evacuation. 

8.4.4.4 Supervisors should keep their personnel in a group and should account for their 
workforce as far as is possible. 

8.4.4.5 Employees should walk not run along the designated evacuation routes and should wait 
at the assembly area for further instructions. 

8.4.4.6 Motorcycles, bicycles or vehicles may not be used when evacuating the site. 

8.4.4.7 Once the return to work instruction is received, all employees should return by the most 
direct route to their work places. 

8.4.4.8 Hourly paid personnel must give their employee numbers to security staff at the gate when returning to work. 
8.5. Security Department 

Action in the event of Evacuation 

8.5.1 In the event of a total evacuation of Sedibeng District Municipality being necessary, the Duty 
Security Officer will arrange for the evacuation siren to be sounded from one of the following 
points: 

* Security Office 

* Reception 

8.5.2 On hearing the evacuation signal, or on being informed that evacuation of the plant is to be 
effected, security personnel on duty will act as follows: 

8.5.2.1. The senior security officer will make immediate contact with his Security Manager. 
8.5.2.2 The Security Manager will advise office area marshals of the evacuation. 

8.5.2.3 Security personnel on duty at the gates will turn away all visitors and vehicles, other 
than members of the emergency services and their transport. 

8.5.2.4 Patrolling staff will be advised of which areas are to be evacuated if the evacuation is 
not total, and will assist in ensuring that the relevant workshops, buildings or offices 

have been vacated. 
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8.5.2.5 Patrolling staff will be advised of which areas are to be evacuated if the evacuation is 
not total, and will assist in ensuring that the relevant workshops, buildings or offices 

have been vacated. 

8.5.2.6 Staff on duty at the gates will close them once evacuation is completed, but will remain 
at their posts unless instructed otherwise. 

8.5.2.7 Any suspicious articles or containers that are located or reported will not be touched 
and must be reported to the security manager without delay. 
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8.5.2.8 The senior security officer is to ensure that the employee numbers of all hourly paid 
personnel are recorded at the main gate following an instruction being given to return 

to work. 

SECTION 9 

First Aid 

9.1. The location of First Aid boxes throughout the premises is shown on the emergency site plan. 
9.2 A Institution vehicle is reserved for the transportation of injured personnel during the day and at night.

12.4.3 The carrying out of weekly inspections of fire appliances in their areas of responsibility.

12.4.5 The policing of non-smoking areas and the reporting of offenders. 

12.4.6 Ensuring that safety precautions for the prevention of fires are understood and acted upon. 
SECTION 13 

S.A.P.S. AND S.A.N.D.F. 

13.1 The South African Police have a strength of approximately (??) men at police 

station. In addition to this, they can call on an additional unit of approximately (??) men who are used 

on consolidated patrol and stand-by duties in the surrounding areas. However, this manpower would be 
rapidly dissipated in a large-scale disturbance.

SECTION 17 

DISASTERS AND MAJOR ACCIDENTS 

17.1 RADIATION 

17.1.1 Should an isotope container become damaged, refuse to open or close or if the nuclide is considered to be 
insufficiently shielded for any reason, it is the duty of the technician in charge to: 

17.1.2 Measure the dose rate. 

17.1.3 Evacuate all personnel from the affected area and rope it off. 

17.1.4 Advise the Futuris Guarding Systems Site Manager/Safety Officer. 

17.1.5 Advise the Responsible Person. (See paragraph 1.3) 

17.1.6 In the event of an isotope becoming dislodged from its container the technician in charge will: 

17.1.7 Advise the Responsible Person and the Futuris Guarding Systems Site Manager/Safety Officer. 

17.1.8 Locate the source with audible and visual monitors. 

17.1.9 Evacuate and rope off the area. 

17.1.10 Await the arrival of the Responsible Person who will assess the situation and make all arrangements for 
recovering the source. 

17.2 Responsible Persons

17.2.1 In the event of neither of the Institution responsible persons being available or contactable, the following 
persons should be requested to assist:

The holder of an authority shall notify the Director-General from the Department of Health and in the case 
of theft notify the South African Police by telephone, telegram, facsimile or other similar rapid means of the 
event in question, and such notification shall be followed up within seven days by a written report. 

17.4 Fire or Flood 

In the case of fire, floods and similar emergencies on the premises of a holder, the relevant local authority 
or person or organisation that perform cleaning up or protection work be warned of the dangers associated 
with the group IV hazardous substance that is under the control of the holder and be advised accordingly. 
17.5 EXPLOSION 

17.5.1 Action to be taken in the event of an explosion due to sabotage, fire or other cause should include the 
following: 

17.5.2 Sounding the fire alarm. 

17.5.3 Calling the Fire Brigade and Police. 

17.5.4 Removing injured persons from the scene. 
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17.5.5 Putting out any fires. 

17.5.6 Evacuating and roping off the area. 

17.5.7 Establishing the cause of the explosion as soon as possible and taking immediate precautions against 
recurrences.

18.1 Depending on the extent of the emergency, it may well be advisable to convene an enquiry to investigate 
the impact of the emergency on the Institution and the effectiveness of the emergency plan. 
18.1.1 the following comparisons should be made with normal periods: 

18.1.2 Daily attendance of employees. 

18.1.3 Production. 

18.1.4 Continuity of employees/staff. 

18.1.5 Damage to the plant should be assessed. 

18.1.6 The effectiveness of security systems should be assessed and corrective action taken.

Obtain as much information as you can concerning the caller and the alleged bomb. 
Complete Bomb Threat Proforma Form. 

Pass the following message to the SAPS: 

"This is Patrolman .............. (your name) speaking from Sedibeng District Municipality. I have 
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received a telephone message that there is a bomb on site". (Give any further details that you 
may have obtained). Immediately contact the Site Manager, The Head of the Protection Services. 
Carry out any instructions that you receive from the Head of Protection Services, Sedibeng District 
Municipality. 

11.3.6 INTRUSION 

Should any unauthorised person be found in the restricted area, the following instructions 

will be carried out. 
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a. The security official will on finding the person, detain him and notify Security Manager. 

b. The security official will obtain as much information as possible of the intruders. 

c. Any incidents of intruders are to be fully logged in the Occurrence Book and a complete 
security report submitted to Head Office as soon as possible. 

d. Should the security official be unable to detain the intruder, advice 

must be sought from the Security Manager.
